YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 



PERSIA. 

Teheran, June 8. — the government of 
Herat has sent men to fortify Balah Murg- 
hab. Advices from Merv are to tho ef- 
fect that tho Russians are taking the 
greatest care to prevent foreigners from 
communicating with tho Turcomans, and 
have expelled Persians who were supposed 
to bo corresponding with the Afghans. 

INDIA. 

London, Juno 8. — Cholera has made its 
appearance among tho luborers on the 
Quettu railway, and also at Kindi Bunn, 
the depot of tho commissariat camp. 

Rangoon, Juno 8. — Newspapers hero 
are discussing the separation of Burniah 
from India, and making it a crown colo- 
ny. They complain of tho nogloot <>f tho 
Indian government. Tho Rangoon cham- 
ber of commerce supports the proposals. 
There is no foundation for the report of 
tho assassination of the iimoor. 

London, Juno 8. — Calcutta dispatches 
continue to bo received here about tho 
eurthquake in the Yale of Cashmere. Four 
whole villages have been destroyed, and 
Dubgood, Jamalapar and Orane have dis- 
appeared entiroly, having been completely 
engulfed in tho awful convulsions. Dur- 
ing continuance of the shocks sulphurous 
dust was sent forth, impregnating the at- 
mosphero, and at tho same timo volumes 
of hot water issued from a great Gasure 
made in the earth Fort Guraio and gra- 
naries in many parts of tho valley have 
been swallowed up. A largo supply of 
rico and a considerable amount of money 
have been distributed throughout the 
valley of Cashmere to relieve tho distress 
of tho peoplo. It is estimated that 200 
persons have been killed. 

London, Juno 8. — Earthquake shocks 
at Serenagar and other points in the Vale 
of Cashmere continue at intervals, aver- 
aging three hours in length, Whole vil- 
lages have been engulfed. Terrible sub- 
terranean noises are heard, driving the 
people frantic with fear. Tho horrors of 
an approaching famine aro added to the 
other results of the disaster, as many 
thousand bushels of gram in storage have 
boon swallowed up. 

EGYPT. 

London, Juno 8 — The Mahdi has is- 
sued a proclamation, which has been ex- 
tensively circulated in the countries bor- 
dering upon the Persian gu f, s'ating it to 
bo his intention to invade both ii^ypt and 
Arabia. 

London, June 8. — The French man-of- 
war Reuard, with a crew of ninety two 
souls, is believed to have foundered in tho 
Red sea. 

TURKEY. 

Constantinople, June 8. — rhree hun- 
dred houses, fifty shops and throe inostjues 
in the Stambotil quarter uf tins city ware 
destroyed by lire yesterday. One person 
was killed ar.d many were injured 

Mr. White, the ad in t trim minister a;, 
Constantinople, is negotiating fur the con- 
sent of the sultan for the establistnent of 
a permanent British garrison at Alexan- 
dria. If the porte assents tho evacuation 
of Egypt will be quickened. The aim of 
tho English policy is to obtain security 
against the possibility of occupation by 
any other power after the English leave, 
and to maintain English 'dominance in 
Egypt and the Soudan. 

The Turkish government has sent 17,- 
000 troops to Salomon, on account of the 
threatening attitude of Russia on the Bul- 
garian frontier. 

GERMANY AND ZANZIBAR. 
Berlin, June 8.— Admiral Paaschon 
has been appointed to tho command of the 
Zanzibar squadron, in place of Admiral 
Knorr. 

It is rumored that England has recalled 
Consul Kirk, on complaint of Germany 
that ho waa engaged in inciting tho sultan 
of Zanzibar against Germany. 

Tho Zoitung says peace has been ro- 
storod in tho Cameroons country, the 
Gorman Captain Bendiinan and tho Eng- 
lish Captain Young haviugfBxed tho fron- 
tiers. 

ENGLAND. 
Lonpon, Juno 8.— Gas, which generated 
in the coal bunkers of the British iron 
turret ship Inflexible, lying at anchor off 
Portsmouth, exploded to-day. Fifteen of 



A Heavy Cyclone-- utngv to 
Government Properly. 

Aden, June 2. ---The latent reports of 
the dam ago done by the o> clone show 
it to have been tli ; most disastrous 
which has ever visited this region, at 
least since the "British occupation in 
1S39. The wind destroyed nearly every 
bungalow (or cottage) in Aden. The 
iron roof over the Government shed on 
the jetty was blown away. Great dam- 
age was done the shipping at anchor 
in the port. Many barges were sunk, 
and a nutnoer steam launches and 
men-of-war boats were driven ashore. 
Tho men-of-war Turquoise and Rein- 
deer were driven by the force of the 
wind so hard that they broke their 
moorings, and narrowly escaped being 
wrecked. The steamers which arrived 
since the subsidence of the cyclone 
nearly all report the loss of boats aiu 
other equipments. Eastern telegraph 
lines are all broken.

A Venerable Orange Tree. 

There is a remarkable tree in the fa- 
mous park at Versailles. During the 
winter it is housed in the splendid 
"Orangerie," and in summer is placed 
in the gardens behind the palace. It 
has now attained an age of IT.'J years, 
for it was planted in the year 1411 at 
Pamplona, in Navarre, and its branch- 
es are so wide spread that they vequire 
to be held in position by steel rods and 
wire ropes. In the spring of the year 
1500, this giant of its species was pre- 
sented to Louis XII., the "father of his 
people," as he was surnamed by his 
iimteful subjects. It was the (irst time 
an orange tree had ever appeared in 
France, and its appearance created so 
great a sensation that crowds flocked 
to see it as it passed along the road, 
and in such numbers that French 
chroniclers refer to the arrival of the 
tirst orange-tree as a memorable event 
in history. It is generally exiled "the 
great Bourbon,'' and is covered every 
year with flowers and fruit in thou- 
sands.

THE ENDING OF THE SCARE. 

The Glasgow News in reviewing the 
Anglo- Rudsiau misunderstanding buldly 
asserts that iniiiiators have simply used 
the Russian advance upon Afghanistan as 
a convenient pretext for getting up a com- 
motion to cover their blunders in ligypt. 
They huve pushed a sham disputo as near 
to war as they dared in order to get, under 
cover of preparations to fight Russia, the 
money required to pay for the hideous 
folly of the successive expeditions to the 
Soudan. Thoy never had the smallest 
intention of fighting for India. They 
never meant to stand cut for Penjdeh, or 
Herat, or anything else that the Russians 
may see fit to covet, they only wade; be- 
lieve that now, at last, the most pacific of 
ministries would light, with a united na- 
tion at its back in order that they might 
cozen the poor, befooled nation of its 
money. When Mr. Gladstone mado his 
speech asking for eleven millions, and 
talking grandly about the "solomn cov- 
enant" that had been broken, and the 
unalterable resolution of the British gov- 
ernment to insist upon reparation, the 
whole surrender was already practically 
complete. The ministry know that thoy 
would not use the money for the pur- 
poses they named, and that thoy would 
have to use a groat deal of it 
for purposes about which they 
are anxious to say as little as 
possible. That fervid appeal to patriot- 
ism, that religious solemnity of diction, 
that labored argument for power to apply 
elsewhere the ruonoy voted for the Sou- 
dan constituted nothing moro than an un- 
usually impudent mockery of a docile 
house of commons. The whole thing was 
a piece of conscious hypocrisy, an elabor- 
ately got-up farco, in which every senti- 
ment and every interest that a minister 
ought to treat with respect was unscrupu- 
lously pressed into the sorvice of an at- 
tempt to got money under false pretencos. 
Someone lias said that the first requisite 
of an orator is a profound contempt for 
his audience. How profoundly Air. 
Qladstono despises the house of com- 
mons may be guessed from the audacious 
way in which he befools it, and how woll 
his contempt is deserved we may 
yifor from tho untiring fidelity with 
which aftor each deception the house 
returns to listen with bated breath and 
whispering humbleness to tho next piece 
of bunkum which it suits Mr. Gladstone's 
privato onds to manufacture. Wo are 
bound to say that wo are glad there ia not 
to be war. The peace is disgraceful, hu- 
miliating, damaging, and fraught with 
deplorable consequences; but bad as it is, 
we muet hold it better than war under 
the auspices of tho presont ministry. 
That would certainly end in something 
more disgraceful, more humiliating, more 
damaging, and moro heavily fraught with 
future peril. Tho leopard does not 
change his spots merely because he has to 
deal with a more formidable hunter than 
usual. The men who havo cringed before 
the Boers, who have oaten the leek at tho 
bidding of Prince Bismarck, who havo 
eaten more looks at tho bidding of a 
mushroom French ministry, who have 
apent millions in E^ypt, only in purchas- 
ing dishonor to us and increase of misery 
for the hapless Egyptians — these men are 
not likely to display courage or the high- 
est energy, determination, and poli- 
tical wisdom, merely because they 
blunder into a quarrel with Russia. 
Private negotiations have already guaran- 
teed Russia her conquests, and as for arbi- 
tration, it seems that Russia only assented 
to it in general terms, and that now that 
the details are being discussed, it appears 
that Russia will only allow it to proceed 
upon condition that tho issue is Hu stated 
and tho evidence >o arranged that there will 
remain in the issues and tin.- arguments 
nothing that could allow an honest arbitra- 
tor to decide against bur. Not only is this 
known to be bo, but it is al>o certain that 
the Russians will shortly make themselves 
actual masters of Meshed and the North of 
Persia, which will give them an alternative 
route upon which a largo army will find 
ample supplies of every description. We, 
on the other band, are 500 miles away, and 
with very little prospect of getting any 
nearer. From Herat to St. Petersburg it is 
all Russia, but .voni Herat to the frontier 
of India the country is in tho hands of a 
power which is not England, and cannot 
be depended upon to take England's side. 
Hence, in any struggle at Herat Russia 
■would have the enormous advantage of be- 
ing at home, while we should be 500 miles 
from our base, and separated from it by tho 
most tickle and treacherous of racos.

Things have come to a pretty pass 
in England when a London journal can 
sell its influence to a foreign government 
with which Great Britain is on the verge of 
becoming embroiled without drawing down 
upon its head the universal condemnation 
of tho public.

THE COERCION POLICY. 

The British cabinet is drifting help- 
lessly. Dilke, Chamberlain, Childers and 
Shaw Lofevre firmly insist upon the limi- 
tation of the Crimes Act to one year. Glad- 
stone, Earl Spencer, Trevelyan and Hur- 
court refuse to budge an inch to mollify 
their radical associates.

The Mar- 
quis of Hartington afterwards went to tho 
caetlc. Earl Spencer plied him with tho 
game arguments he had used upon Sir 
Charles Dilke, and then hopefully asked 
him what he intended to say to his friends 
in tho north regarding tho absorbing 
question of coercion . "Not a word," re- 
plied the marquis.

Gen. Middleton Says He will 
Not Return Without '5'!mi»i. 



Fort Pitt, June -1. — Captain Steele, 
with seventy mounted scouts and police 
had an engagement ivith Big Bear at Two 
Lakes, fifty miles southeast of here yes- 
terday. We cams upon the Indians at, 9 
o'clock in tho morning, just as they wore 
striking camp and immediately attacked 
them. Finding their front too strong 
Captain Steele exeonted a clevor flanking 
movement by taking tho Indians in tho 
rear and driving them in disorder across a 
Bmall creek, where ho was unable to fol- 
low on account of his small force. The 
Indians numbered fully 250. Wo saw no 
Bigns of the prisoners. During the lioht, 
Steelo lent interpreter McKee with a tlag 
of truco. He advanced, but was fired 011. 
He gut near enough to bo heard and call- 
ed out to Big Bear, in Indian, who re- 
plied indistinctly. McKee said, "If you 
will delivor our people we will coaso fir- 
ing." Tho Indian replied, "we intend to 
clean you out." Steole's loss was three 
wounued. 

Gen, Middleton, before leaving, said ho 
would not return until all Big Bear's 
prisoners were rescued.

Tho aovornmeut weru 
compelled to raise money, in view of im- 
pending danger to tho empire, danger 
which oven now he was unable to say had 
passed away The opposition cavilled at 
the mode of raising money without sug- 
gesting an alternative. Tea would re- 
quire an adtliti tl tax of '.\ per cent 

per pound to produce the same amount, 
thus raising the duty 7o per cent 011 an 
innocent beverage. The government bad 
to choose between alcoholic liquors and 
tea ami .sug >r. They .votild accept the 
issue of the vote as one of life or death, 
;nd did not envy those who, if thoy 
gamed a victory, would havo to boar the 
oensequeneea. 

Mr. Gladstone's remarks were received 
with pro|uiig«d cheers 

!;.. uo\ er linetlt was defeated on the 
second reading nf tho budget, it ho 
my r jecltsd by a vote nf 204 
to 252. When tho result was 
announced, Lord Randolph Churchill 
and Mr i'arneli jumped upon their seats 
and enthusiastically waved their hats, and 
cheering was renewed. Thirty nine Par- 
uellltesand nil conservatives voted witli 
the majority. Toe minority included Sir 
Ch.is. Bass, brewer, and several Irish 
liberals. Although strong whips had been 
issued many government supporters wore 
absent. 

Following is anoth ir account of the 
scenes in the house of commons after the 
div ision: When the result of the division 
was announced Gladstone, who had boon 
leaning forward in his scat and cynically 
smiling startud, turned pale and clutched 
his hands nervously togothor. Tho house 
immediately became a babel of confusion, 
members y;lling, Btamping and waving 
huts, neckties and handkerchiefs, A 
tumultous cheer came from tho galleries, 
and Speaker Peel vainly howled tor order. 
Tho Parnelliten pointed at .Gladstone and 
yelled "That is the price of coercion;" 
"Down with Buckshot Forster;" "Re 
member Myles Joyce." Mr. Gladstone 
arose to mtivo an adjournment, but stood 
111 his place fully a minute before lie 
could be heard. It is confidently rumored 
that Gladstone will visit tho Queen and 
tender his resignation to-morrow.

B2x-Couueilloi' III. W. 43il>bs. 

A late number of a Little Rock (Ar- 
kansas) newspaper contains a portrait of 
M, W. Gibbs, junior partner of tho 
pioneer firm of Lester & Gibbs, of this 
city (Mr. Potor Lester being tho senior), 
a former city councillor of Victoria. Mr. 
Gibbs has prospered since leaving Vic- 
toria, and iB a woidthy citizen of Little 
Rock and a prominent federal officer. 
The Arkansas paper gives tho following 
sketch of Mr. Gibbs' career: 

As evidence of the success of tho 
colored man, when favored with educa- 
tion, Judge M. W. Gibbs, of Little llock, 
is a worthy example, He is a useful citi- 
zen and property otvnor. Tho colored 
people find in him a pattern, and if they 
would succeed they have the way blazed 



by thoir worthy follow-citizen. The Btory 
of his life reads like a romance, and 
through it all runs a thread of honor and 
integrity. He is a native of Philadelphia, 
horn in 1828, but went to California in 
1800, where two years later he estab- 
lished the boot and shoo business under 
the firm name of Lester & Gibbs. The 
prices then wore ruling high, his business 
prospered and ho Boon became wealthy. 
He was the leader among the colored 
men in California who refused to pay the 
poll tai levied by the state law upon dis- 
franchised colored men. His store was 
seized by the officers and tho stock ad- 
vertised to be sold at auction. So promi- 
nent was ho, and so highly was he es- 
teemed, thtit not a man could bo found to 
bid for tho goods, and they were roturnod. 
Popular sentiment was on his Bide and 
tha odious law was noon repealed. In 
1858 he went to Vancouver's Island, 
where he erected tho second mercantile 
house outside of the forts of tho Hudson 
Bay Company. Hib business prospered, 
and in 1800 ho was alderman in the Vic- 
toria council representing the wealthiest 
ward in tho city. In 1807 he built a rail- 
road, wharfs, etc., fur an English coal 
company oh Queen Charlotto Island, com- 
pleting his contract on timo and to the 
letter. A your or two later hu returned 
to tho United Statos, settled at Oberlin, 
Oliiu, where ho graduated in tho law de- 
partment in 1870. After this ha mado a 
tour of the southern states, spending 
some timo in Florida, the guest of hia- 
brother, the late J. C. Gibbs, then secre- 
tary of atate. A careful examination of 
tho several states led to his selecting 
Littlo Rock as his home, When ho came 
hero ho was almost unknown to our peo- 
ple, but he entered the law office of 
Benjamin oi Barnes, and was shortly efter 
admitted to the bar. A year later he be- 
came attorney for this county, which 
position hu resigned in I87I1 and was 
elected police judge of the city— the first 
colored man elected to bucIi a position in 
tha 17 ti i t o d Statos. In 187'-i ho waB a 
delegate to the national convontion of 
colored men at New Orleans, in 1875 a 
delogate to the newspaper convontion of 
colored men at Cincinnati, and in the 
same year was president of the national 
convention of colored men at Nashville, 
Tenn. In 1870 ho ran as presidential 
elector on the republican ticket, and the 
same your was appointed register of the 
United Status land office by President 
Hayes, to which office he was re ap- 
pointed by President Arthur in 1881. He 
is an extensive property-owner, a member 
of tho Electric Light Company, and de- 
votes a large portion of his time to tho 
advancement of tho pooplo of his race.

NEWS FKOm THE ARCTIC. 

Tlie Corwiu Puts Back DisaSMetl 
ami tlic Bark Rainbow 
Crushed in the Ice. 



Tho United States steamer Corwiu, which 
sailed from San Francisco April 29th for a 
cruise iu the Arctic, broku her crank-pin ou 
May Hth, when steaming from Ouualaska 
to the Island of Atton and was compelled to 
return under sail to San Francisco. On 
May SHh Francis Macauley, seaman, fell 
overboard and was drowned. He was aged 
22 aud a native of county Antrim, Ireland. 
The Corwiu reports that tho whaling bark 
Rainbow, Capt. Cogun, was crushed in lh« 
ice near Cape Nu\criu in the middle of 
April last, and sank in fifteen minutes, a 
total loss. Her crew was picked up and 
divided among the other vessels of the fleet. 
The bark Atlantic, Capt. Gregory, arrived 
at Ouualaska ou May 15th, leaking badly 
from having been jammed iu tho ice. 
Neither of these vessels had any oil. The: 
Atlantic went ou the beach for repairs. 
Much difficulty has been encountered on 
account of the unusual quantity of iuo this 
seaaou. Tho old whalers say that the ice is 
further to the southward this year than ever 
known before. No northern or bowhead 
whale has as yet been taken. Capt, Greg- 
ory saw tho larger portion of tho whaling 
fleet within ten days before receiving the 
injuries to his ship. The Corwiu will at 
once repair and return north. 

No information iu addition to the fore- 
going reference to tho loss of the Rain- 
bow had been received by the S^.n Francisco 
agents of the vessel. The Rainbow left 
San Francisco last December for a whaling 
voyage to the Arctic, under command of 
Capt. B. Cogan. She had a crew of about 
till men. ft is probable that she was iu- 
snred.

Tho annual school meeting of tho trus- 
tees took place yesterday morning at H 
o'clock in the city hall. Present— Chair- 
man Harris; secretary, C. Haywnrd; trus- 
tees, Messrs. Fell, Chambers and Rob- 
ertson. 

Upon the mooting being called to order 
it was proposod by Mr. Chambers that 
the roport of the last annual meeting be 
read. 

The secretary accordingly did ho. 

Tho adoption of thia report was 
seconded by Mr. Fell, and unanimously 
carried. 

The report for the present year was 
then read by the secretary, as follows: 
REPORT. 

Victoria. June 4, 1885,

tees, in presenting their annual report,

We believe (with one or two ex- 
ceptions) that this staff is as good as can 
be procured in the province, and we have 
pleasure in bearing witness to their desire 
to do all iu their power to udv.ance the 
education and moral interests of their 
pupils. 

During the year tho Johnson Street 
Ward School has been opened, and MisB 
Jackson appointed teacher. This school as 
well as tho James Bay Ward School, under 
Miss Storey's charge, are doing very well, 
tho average daily attendance at John- 
son street school being 77 and at James 
Bay school 08. 

With regard to the !?5,000 voted by the 
provincial parliament at its last session 
tor providing increased school accommo- 
dation, the trustees have recommended 
that it bu expended in providing a separ- 
ate high school building and which is now 
receiving the attention of the government. 

During the year the sum of $IIS 50 was 
collected for school priiiea which was 
cheei fully contributed by the leading 
storekeepers and othets Thia amount 
has all been expended with the exception 
of §0.17.

00, which 
is proposed to be liquidated ny a concert 
to be given on the 27th lustatit, as well-as 
for or vnliug funds for prizes at tho next 
pubuc examination. 

The trustees now surrender to you tho 
trust couridod to them at the last election 
and hope that overy voter will considor it 
to Le his or her duty to be presont at tho 
elections next week to select tit and pro- 
per persons to discharge the onerous and 
imp irtatlt duties devolving on the guar- 
dial S of ihe educational interests if the 
coming race. Gu behalf of the board of 
trustees.

Secrettry . 

Its adoption iwas movod by Mr. Fell, 
seconded by Mr. Chambers, and carried 
without a dissenting voice. 

Mr. Bobortson, who is about severing 
his connection with the Bchool beard, 
called attention to the injurious system of 
tramming now taking place at one of the 
schools and complained uf the scholars 
having altogether loo much home work. 
He also hinted that a reform in the leach- 
ing staff was necessary. 

Mr Fell also took up this theme, and 
called attention to the fallacy of the sys- 
tem of punishment now in vogue, which 
consists of giving the offending scholars so 
many hundred linos to write in addition 
to their regular homo lessons. Ho point- 
ed out that in their hurry to complete 
those extra tasltB it forced bad writing 
upon them and auggosted that some sen- 
sible and more desirable oxercises should 
be alloted them. However, this subject 
did not take the form of a motion. 

Considerable discussion then took place 
as to the loss of registration papers by one 
.of the. sheriffs clerks; and it was moved 
by Mr. Higgins that legal opinion be taken 
as to the voters being allowed tho use of 
their franchise, whose registration papors 
have been lost, upon making an affidavit 
of that fact. 

Mr. Fell objected to this motion; but 
as it was tho wish uf tho meeting to have 
it carried, it was seconded by Mr. Powell 
and carried, Mr. Fell's being the only dis- 
senting vote. 

A vote of thanks to retiring officers and 
trustees was then moved by Mr. Powell, 
seconded by Mr. Higgins, and carried. 

This vote was acknowledged by Mr. 
Robertson who assured tho meeting that 
the present school board had always had 
the cause and furtherance of education at 
heart, and had always worked in its in- 
terest; he advised the incoming board to 
hold aloof from all sectarian, family and 
political factions as the only moans of ex- 
ecuting their trust to the public's satis- 
faction. 

The chairman then returned thanks for 
the hearty co-operation ho had always re - 
ceived from officers and trustees compos- 
ing tho present board, and tho meeting 
then adjourned.

CURIOS TOR BERLIN 

A Distinguished Traveler iu 
Victoria. 

He Wintered at Vlndivostoek, 

Aud Describes that Place to a 
Reporter. 



There is in town a representative of the 
Royal Berlin Ethnological Museum, who 
intoiids purchasing all and everything in- 
tores'iug to his society that can be pro- 
cured in this province. 

Captain J. Adrian Jacobean, the enter- 
prising purchasing agent alluded to, left 
Berlin in May, 1884, and first turned his 
attention to the Volga. Ho traveled up 
that river, purchasing curios wherever he 
could procure them, until ho arrived at 
Siberia. Ho journeyed through Siberia 
to the Mongolian frontier, and from thence 
to the Baikal sea. Here ho crossed the 
mountains, purchased a boat, and, accom- 
panied by a guide, traveled 

11000 .MILKS UP THE AMOOR RIVER, 
purchasing from the Coldi Giljalp and 
Orotsehenmen tribes, all of which inhabit 
southeastern Siberia, and from there to 
Saghalin island, where tho great major- 
ity of the Russian convicts are impris- 
oned. Thia island is inhabited by the 
Ainos, a peculiar race, who are sometimes 
called by travelers the "hairies," as the 
male population have long black hair 
growing all over their limbs and bodies. 
Here the captain succeeded iu procuring 
n largo number ol ethnological specimens. 
After leaving this island he journeyed by 
dog sledges to Nicolayefak, aud after ar- 
riving there had to remain for sotuo timu, 
as the inhabitants were 

SUPFER1NU FROM FAMINE, 

caused by the failure of tho iishorios, 
from which source they derivu their food 
and most other necessaries. He hmt half 
his dogs from starvation, and proceeded 
across tho mountains to Habarafka, and 
thence journeyed along iho I sun river to 
Yladi voslock. Here ho remained until 
the ice broke up, and so had a good op- 
portunity of becoming acquainted with 
that place and its surroundings. 

THE FORTIFICATIONS ol' VLADIVOSTOOK 
are three in number, forming three sides 
of a square, the open side facing the sea. 
Tho ico thia year was not aa thick as 
usual, being from one and a half to two 
feet in thickness. The tirst vessel broke 
its way through the ice on April Kith. 
At that time there were four boats lying 
in tho harbor. They had been captured 
by the Russians the previous fall. Three 
belonged to the Japanese and one to the 
United States. They were taken for seal- 
ing iu Russian territory on Behring and 
Copper islands. There were also four 
Russian war vessels wintering there, and 
immediately upon the opening of naviga- 
tion three more 

RUSSIAN MEN OF WAR 

arrived in tho harbor. The inhabitants 
were somewhat excited over tho then im- 
pending war with tho liritiBh, and wore 
preparing their forts and sinking torpedoes 
in the harbor. Tho officers iu most in- 
stances sent.their families away to Japan- 
ese purts. 

• A BRITISH WAR SHIP 
was anchorod at tho mouth of the river. 
After leaving Vladivostock tho captain 
traversed south into Corea, whore he was 
fortunate in securing some good speci- 
mens. The first boat loft Vladivostock 
on April 20th; our traveler took passage 
on this vessel at one of the Corean ports 
for Nagasaki, Japan. Tho roughest por- 
tion of his journey was now over, nnd he 
had already sent twelve tons of specimens 
to his museum. From Nagasaki he took 
steamer via lvulu to Kioto, and visited 
the

whore he collected about two tons of 
curios, which he despatched to Berlin. 
Ho left Japan by tho City of Now York, 
and reached San Francisco on May 29th. 
Ho arrived here Saturday. It is now his 
intention to take'a coasting vessel and 
calling at all likely places on the west 
coast -f this island, until he reaches Fort 
Rupert, at which point ho will again set 
sail for TschilK.it, Alaska, where he has a 
brother awaiting him Mr. Jacobaon es- 
timates that ao far he has 

TRAVELED TWENTY THOUSAND MILES 

sinoj leaving Berlin, and will have cov- 
ered a groat deal more ground before he 
roaches there again Ho speaks six lan- 
guages, and scarcely finds that sufficient, 
considering the extent of his travels. He 
was bore from 1881 to 1883, and collected 
about 8,000 specimens. After leaving 
hore ho wrote a book containing about 400 
pages, profusely illustrated, which was 
published at Leipsic, and has enjoyed a 
large circulation. Upon his return to 
Berlin he anticipates opening a separate 
Indian ethnological museum, and ho ia 
also desirous of taking Indians back with 
him to illustrate tho genua homo of this 
country.

THE ISLAND RAILWAY. 

Satisfactory Progress on the 
ItlcLellau Contract. 



THE ROUTE. 

The contract for the building of tho 
Island railway from Esquimalt harbor to 
Shawnigan lake, a distance ef twenty 
miles, was awarded Mr. A.J. McLellan 
on tho 20th Feb. last, and work com- 
menced about tho 5th uf March, since 
which time it has been energetically 
pushed by the contractor. Thia piece of 
road traverses a charming piece of country, 
the scenery being of a varied and most in- 
teresting character. Commencing on the 
Indian reservation on Esquimalt harbor, 
opposite luskip island it crosses the Gold- 
stream road about three-quarters of a 
mile further on, winda past the head- 
waters of Victoria arm and swings up the 
valley of Deadman river, crossing the 
divide between tho latter and Millstream 
at Parsons bridge. The lino then follows 
up the left bank of Millstream, crossing 
Col wood farm near the lime kilns, thence 
straight across Col wood plains to Ihe 
southern end of Langford lake, whose 
placid waters mirror the timber and shrubs 
of its shores with charming effect. The 
railway follows tho shore to its head and 
swinga into the valley of Goldstream, 
crossing that stream a little below the ro - 
mantic falls; thence along the side hill of 
Suanich arm, rising continuously until it 
reaches tho summit at an elevation of 918 
feet above tho waters of the arm. The 
road hero leaves the so i and descends into 
tho Shawnitfan valley to the bead of j 
Shawnigan lake. The picturesque seen 
ery of Victoria arm changes into the park- 
like appearance of Col wood plains, thence 
through a stretch of woods along the 
lovely shores of Langford lake, and thence 
climbs through the forest past deep ra- 
vines, over sparkling rills, until Gold- 
stroam is reached, ever an attractive place 
for tho tourist and pleasure seeker. 

THE WORK . 

At the temporary terminus the construc- 
tion of a wharf was commenced yesterday. 
This is to facilitate the landing of supplies, 
plant and rolling stock. It is light work 
from ibis to where the wagon road will be 
crossed by u bridge above Ihe road. Just 
beyond this is a heavy rock out culled 
"Dunsnniir's cut" ItfjO feet in length, partly 
side hill and partly thorough. At this gangs 
of Chinese were at work, the loose material 
being utilized to fill to where a small bay of 
Headman's river will be crossed by a pile 
bridge 5U0 feet iu length. This aud tho 
rock work will be completed about the |h( 
of July. At the end of the bridge is a long 
earth bank, built by white sub contractors 
to a finished trestle bridge tlllll feet in length. 
This is very strongly built of magnificent 
timber, well bolted and on a solid founda- 
tion. It is a most excellent piece of work. 
From this tho road is graded and ready for 
the ties to the second crossing nf the wagon 
road, a short distance before Parson's 
bridge is reacbod. The road will be divert- 
ed at this point to one just above the bridge 
so that it will not be crossed by the railway. 
A trestle structure 1,1100 foot in length, 
nearly liuished, crosses the valley, through 
Price's field to meet the grade on the op- 
posite aide. Over 400,000 feet of timber is 
used in this trestle. Immediately iu rear 
of the hotel is a heavy rock cut to the 
depth of 21 feet, and then another piece of 
trestle work 1,800 feet in length. On this 
latter work has just been commenced. Tho 
timber is towed in scows to Parsons 
bridge, where it is hauled up tho bank to 
MoLellan's bridging yard, where a gang of 
carpentors are engaged in preparing all 
timber for tho bridges. Another 
finished rock cut of 1100 feet 
uftor the tho last trestle brings them 
line to a gap of 300 foot at present being 
graded, after which is a trestle of 1000 
feet through McKeuzie's field. Another 
heavy rock cut which will ho finished in 
July, and 800 foot of trestlework bring 
the line of railway to a nicely finished 
piece of grading 1G00 feel m length to the 
bank of Millstream, which is crossed by a 
trostle bridgo. After this is a lot of fin- 
ished work, rock and sand cutting, up to 
noarly opposite the lime kiln, when there 
is another 1500 feot which will bo finished 
in July. From this the line is ready for 
the rails to the south end of Langford 
lako, about two miles in length, compara- 
tively light, where a good road bud has 
been made. 

A small arm of Langford lake will be 
crossed hy a pile bridge 500 feet in lougth, 
after which is a finished bank of 700 feet, 
light work. From this the work ia open- 
ed for 2A miloa to Waugh's crock, and 
will be completed thia month ready for 
rails. It is clay, cement and gravel to 
Waugh's ravine where is a small rock cut- 
ting. The wagon road has also been di- 
verted hero for a considerable distance, 
the new portion being well built. 
Waugh's ravine ia crossed by a trestle and 
tho lino is graded to Goldstream. The 
ravine hero will bo crossed by a long 
bridgo 100 feet above tho stream. 

ANTONELLK's CONTRACT. 

On the opposite bank begins the heavi- 
est piece of work on tho McLollan con- 
tract, whioh is being carried on by .1. S. 
Antonollo, extending a distance of live 
miles, and consisting of heavy rock, cement, 
and tunnel work. Three-quarters of a 
mile is already completed, n magnificent j 
roadbed being made by the slate, rock j 
and quartz taken from the cuttings. After 
tho finished piece of work is a succession | 
of heavy rock cuts to what is known aa | 
tho "Double-headed ravine," in which 
are two streams, 'crossed by a trestle 
bridgo 110 foot from the water. In the 
next mile aro five heavy rock cuts which 
are being vigorously worked. This brings 
the lino to tho "Niagara ravine" 230 feot 
deep in tho centre, which will bo crossed 
by a trestle bridge. From this point to 
Arbutus creek are five moro rock cuttings. 
Tho ravine hore is 190 foot in depth and 
500 feet in longth. The road here as- 
cends running along Arbutus bluff, which 
risus 700 feot very abruptly from the 
water of Snanioh arm. There ia some 
heavy rock work hero also, until ihe only 
tunnel on tho line ia reached. This will 
bo 190 foot in length, through a Bpur of 
tho mountain projecting into tho sea. 
Work will bo begun on this tunnel imme- 
diately, and will bo finished about 1st 
November. From the tunnol to the end 
of Antonelle's contract is a mile and a 
half, a series of rock work of a heavy na- 
ture. With the exception of this tunnol 
the work ou this contract will be complet- 
ed by about tho middle of August. 

An extensive plant is used to carry on 
the work and a large number of whites 
and Chinese employed. Four horses have 
boon killed by falling over the dump. To 
got in supplies to GoldBtrenm tho con- 
tractor built a wagon trail up to tho grade. 
Supplies for the other end aro brought by 
steamer to Saanich arm and packed up tho 
Hillside to tho grade. 

THE END. 

From A ntonelle'a contract is three miles 
of light work to the summit. From this 
point it descends to tho head of Shawni- 
gan lake, tho end of the McLellan con- 
tract. Tho last throe miles consist of 
hoavy rock work, which will be com- 
menced in July. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

It is expected that work will be so far 
completed that trains will be running to 
Goldstream about the middle of the com- 
ing September. 

The total number of men, exclusive of 
officers, employed on tho McLellan con- 
tract is about 1050, with an average 
monthly pay roll of 8:10,000. 

The timber for tho contract is supplied 
by Messrs. Croft & Angus, Chemainus, 
aud is ot splendid quality. This is towod 
from tho mills to Lsquimalt harbor, there 
unloaded and worked ready for bridging. 

Tho head quarters of the contractor are 
iu Price's field, were Bupplios aro dis- 
tributed to the various camps on the line. 
Hero is also a large camp, the trestle and 
rock work employing Bovoral gangs of 
men. 

So far no accident has occurred to any 
workman on the line, a most gratifying 
circumstance. 

THE OFFICERS, 
Mr. McLollan has a very efficient at'ff 
of officials, who carry out the various 
items of railway construction in a most 
satisfactory manner, as ia evidonced by 
by the excellent class of work on the con- 
tract. 

?.Ir C. E. Perry is engineer in charge 
of the McLellan contract, and has been 
associated with many railway surveys and 
construction works. With him aro W. 
Pinder, C. E. , iu charge of tho division 
from Esquimalt to Goldstream; R. E. 
Cridge, C. E., in charge of the Antonollo 
contract to tho north end of tunnol; FI. 
Boiling, C. E., from tunnel to Shawnigan 
lake. The whole work is under the 
general supervision of Mr. Jos. Hunter, 
chief engineer of the Island road. 

In Ihe offices of iho contractor aro 
J. W. McLeod, chief accountant, and 
V. W. Smith, assistant. 

Mr, McLellan is an experienced con - 
tractor, having built several contracts on 
the Northern Pacific and a couple of the 
wagon roads of this province. Ho was 
also at one time general superintendent 
of Iho Ondordonk contract of tho C. P R. 

Mr. Antonolle has had experience in 
railtoad building in tho state of Now 
York, where he has had several contracts, 
and also iu California, where he was a 
contractor in ihe construction of exten- 
sive waterworks.

Kingston-, May 27.— Cadet Bell, of 
the Salvation Army, was to-day fined 
$1 and costs or ten days for blowing a 
horn on the streets.

Montreal, May 27.— A new Jewish 
synagogue is about to be erected in the 
wost end costing, with the site, ^§30,- 
000 at least. 

Thirty store-keepers were charged in 
the Recorder's Court to-day with soil- 
ing fireworks and crackers to boys to 
set off on the Queen's birthday anni- 
versary. 

Messrs. Pillow, Hersey it Co., the 
nail manufacturers, were fined §40 and 
costs to-day for not consuming the 
smoke of their factory. 

The police of New York are looking 
for an insane man, Joseph Decaire, at 
the'request of tlio Montreal a«thoriti- 
es. Detectivo Serjeant Golden, who 
has charge of the case, says, that De- 
caire is a brick manufacturer, who has 
a fortune of .'5500,000, at least half of 
which lie can command by his cheque 
on the banks in which the money is 
deposited. He left Montreal on Satur- 
day after drawing §800 and he said he 
was going to England. He has been 
traced to the Grand Central station, 
and is supposed to be yet in New York. 
He left a wife and four children in 
Montreal. 

Quebec, May 27.— A nephew of Mr.

Quebec, May 19.- -Michael Keenan, 
farmer at St. Silvestre, had his farm 
sold under judgment summons, but re- 
fused to quit. On the purchaser at- 
tempting to plow the land Keenan fir- 
ed, shooting the horse. Constables 
Sunard and Collier went to arrest 
Keenan but he kept them at bay for 
hours armed with an axe and aided by 
two sisters with broomsticks. He was 
ultimately overpowered, but not till 
Collier was severely wounded by the 
axe. 

Ottawa, May 29.— Lieut. -Colonel 
Dennison, Toronto, was elected presi- 
dent of the English literature section 
of the Royal Society yesterday. 

Toronto, May 29.— All hope of an 
amicable settlement of the suit of Gor- 
don, Brown and Nelson, of Edinburgh, 
having been quashed. The case was 
brought up this morning, but as a 
counsel were not ready to proceed it 
was adjourned till the June assizesa. 

The Attorney General yesterday is- 
sued a commission to Justice Patter- 
son and J. \V. Langmuir to investigate 
the charges against the management of 
she Central Prison.

The 
bear turned and snatched at the child, 
tearing its clothing oil', and striking 
Mr. Fennel on the leg, but he got 
away. The child was badly bitten in 
the neck, but the doctor has good 
hopes of its recovery. "The bear was 
shot afterwards." 

Toronto, May 31.— Mayor Manning 
to day received a dispatch from Col. 
Miller, of the Queen's own, dated Bat- 
tleford, May 30th, to tell the ladies 
not to send them any more stores, as 
tbey Dxpected to be home soon.

Montreal, May 30.- While a little 
girl, named Mario Filibarau.lt, was 
taking her first communion in the 
church of St. Cunejonde yesterday 
some one dropped a candle, setting lire 
to her clothes. Her whole person was 
at once set ablaze, anil before assis- 
tance could be rendered she was badly- 
burned about the face, arms and body. 
A panic occurred in the church, but no 
one was seriously hurt. The child's con- 
dition is precarious. 

Some time ago a robbery of twelve 
hundred dollars took place out of the 
safe in the city police office here with- 
out any trace being discovered of the 
delinquent. Suspicions have been in- 
dulged in, but that is all, The head 
clerk, Mr. Glackmeyer, was away for 
some time after, but has now come for- 
ward and asked his father, who has 
been city clerk for 38 years, to make 
tho deficiency good to the city, which 
the latter has done. 

There lias been a heavy fall in grain 
freights from here to Great Britain. 
The price was three shillings per quar- 
ter, but is now only ninepence. The 
cause alleged is that the railways are 
carrying wheat from Chicago to Bos- 
ton and New York for merely nominal 
rates, and the Erie canal route being 
without tolls can maintain its supre;

RE8PECriNC THE FlRE LIMIT8, WOODEN 
BUILDINGS, AND THE 3T0RACE OF HAY 
AND STRAW. 

IN AMENDMENT OF THE EXIST- 
I itig liy-Laws be it enncted by tho 
Mayor and Council of tho Corporation of 
the City of Victoria, ns follows: 

1. Section '2 of "Tho By-Law for Pro- 
hibiting tho Erection of Wooden Build- 
ings, 1870, Amendment By-Law 1883" ia 
hereby repealed, and in lieu thereof the 
following substituted: 

"2. That portion of tho City of Vic- 
toria which is contained within tho limits 
hereinafter described, namely — commenc- 
ing at tho northwest corner of lot 127, 
thence running easterly along tho north- 
ern boundary of the said lot to Store 
streot, thence easterly across Storo street 
in a straight lino to the contro of Fis- 
gard street, thonco eaatorly along tho 
centre of Fisgard stroet to tho centre of 
Douglas street, thonco southerly along tho 
centre of Douglas Btroet to tho centre of 
Oourtenay street, thence along the centre 
of Courtenay stroot to tho northeast-cor- 
ner lot 8, thenco along the northern boun- 
dary of lot 8 to tho shore of Victoria Har- 
bor, thonco along tho shoro lino of Vic- 
toria Harbor to tho point of commence- 
ment, — is hereby declared to bo within 
the Firo Limits of the said city." 

2. No addition to or alteration of any 
wooden building within the said lire lim- 
its shall bo made. 

;i. No building other than with main 
walls of brick, iron or stono, and roofing 
of incombustible material, shall be erected 
or placed within tho said tiro limits. 

4. It shall bo lawful for the Mayor and 
Council of the said city to authorize by 
resolution any ollicer therein named to 
pull down or remove any building which 
shall have been constructed or placed ill 
contravention of this Bylaw; und all ex- 
penses reasonably incurred in pulling 
down nr removing any such building shall 
be repaid by the owner or owners there- 
of to the treasurer of the said Corporation, 
and shall be recoverable with costs in a 
summary manner before tho Police Mag- 
istrate or any other Justice of the Peace 
having jurisdiction within the said city. 

5. In this Bylaw tho word "building" 
shall not apply to any shed within tho 
curtilage of another building and usod 
exclusively for tho storage of fuel for con- 
sumption in such other building, such 
shod not exceeding ten feel by twelve 
feet in supejrficiul linear measure and ton 
feet in height, nor shull it apply to any 
shed erected or to be erected wholly on or 
over tho wooden piles of a wharf on the 
water front; but no shed shall horoafter 
bo erected on any wharf within tho said 
fire limits other than with rooting of in- 
combustible material. 

The quantity of hay or straw or hay 
and straw permitted to be stored or kept 
for sale or use in any building within the 
lire limits shall not exceed tho following, 
namely: 

For every Livery or Hack Stable, 15 
tons. 

For storago or sale, 15 tons. 
For private consumption, 2 tons. 

7. Every Bylaw or portion of a Bylaw 
which is inconsistent with any provision 
of this Bylaw is hereby repealed. 

8. This Bylaw may be cited as tho 
"Firo Limits and Wooden Building By- 
Law, 1885."

NO. 117 — A BY-LAW 



To Amend the Buildings Removal By- 
Law, 1884. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR 
aud Council of tho Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria as follows : 

1. Section Li of the Buildings Removal 
By-Law, 1884, is hereby amended by 
striking out the word " Application " in 
tho first lino and substituting tho word 
" applicant-" therefor, and by striking out 
" §5 " and substituting "S10" thorefor. 

2. Section 4 of the said By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out the 
words " one hundred" between tho words 
"least "and "dollars" and substituting 
tho words "two hundred and fifty" 
therefor, and by striking out all tho words 
after the word "dollars." 

3. Section 5 of the said By-Law is 
hereby amended by striking out the words 
"any person moving" at tho commence- 
ment thereof, and substituting tho words 
"every porson who has obtained per- 
mission as aforesaid to remove." 

4. The said By-Law is hereby further 
amended by inserting therein '.he follow- 
ing clause as section G and by striking out 
the figure C and substituting the figure 7 
at the commencement of tho section now 
numbered "0 " Every permission to re- 
move any building as aforesaid shall state 
tho number of days within which su'ch 
removal is to bo effected; and every por- 
boii to whom such permission Bhall havo 
been granted who Bhall fail to complete 
the removal therein sanctioned within the 
timo therein limited therefor shall forfeit 
and pay to tho Treasurer of tho said Cor- 
poration the sum of §10 for eaeh and 
every day or portion of a day that ho shall 
bo m default in tho premises, and in 
every such caso it shall bo lawful for the 
Mayor or a majority of the Stroet Com- 
mittee of tho Council of the said City to 
cause the building to be removed from 
any stroet or public thoroughfare and all 
costs and expenses attending such removal 
shall be repaid by tho owner or owners of 
such building to tho Treasurer of the said 
Corporation, and shall bo recoverable 
with costs in like manner as any penalty 
incurred for the breach of a By-Law. 

5. This By-Law may bo cited as "The 
Buildings Removal Amendment By-Law, 
1885."
